Th#  rlawa  expressed  la  our  Uet  ^ntnber 
la  regard  to  the  study  ol  Physiology  and 
Hygiene,  are,  ww  know,  not  acceptable  to 
ell  teat  bora;  the  non|!a  the  pity.  In  look¬ 
ing  over  the  programme*  ol  aeveral  of  the 
public  aohoola  of  the  State,  We  have  found 
that  In  aome  thin  subject  reoeivea  consider- 
able  attention ;  in  other*,  but  little ,  and — 
atrange  to  any — la  aome,  none  at  all.  There 
la  now  lying  before  na  a  programme  for 
four  jrfcara'  study,  In  a  High  School  De¬ 
partment,  in  another  county.  According 
to  this,  Algebra  la  .studied  two  year* ; 
Latin,  three ;  Geometry,  two ;  Astronomy, 
two  ;  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Pbiluso 
phy,  Mental  Philosophy,  Political  Econo 
my.  Logic.  Chemisiry.  Botany,  and  so 
forth,  one  respectively;  and  no  mention  of 
Physiology  and  Hygiene  I  In  one  of  our 
own  graded  schools,  when*  Physiology  i* 
taught  for  two-thirds  ol  a  school  year,  the 
teacher  thinks  too  much  time  la  given  to 
it.  Yet  Lrtin  is  on  the  programme  for 
four  years  1  Now  we  do  not  decry 
the  study  of  the  languages  ;  they  are  im¬ 
portant;  but  is  it  wise  to  give  so  much 
t.me  to  a  dead  language  t  We  see  on  tills 
same  programme  that  "German  or  French  ' 
ia  taught  ona  year ;  one  quarter  aa  much 
aa  Latin.  Why  not  hava  German  taught 
instead  of  Latin,  during  the  four  year*' 
course  1  The  mental  discipline  will  be  aa 
great ;  the  philological  knowledge,  as  valu¬ 
able  ;  and  the  practical  use,  a  hundred 
fold  greater.  We  are  not  now  considering 
what  constitutes  a  preparation  for  college; 
very  few  scholars  in  onr  public  schools 
ever  enter  college ;  for  such,  the  course  ia 
already  marked  out  by  the  Colleges  tliem- 
aelvaa.  It  ia  the  business  of  our  school 
officers  and  principals  to  decide  what  edu¬ 
cation  shall  be  given  to  those  children 
whose  studies  will  cease  by  the  lima  they 
are  eighteen  years  old— of  many  of  them  at 
sixteen. 

The  claims  of  Physiology  have  heed 
presented  so  earnestly,  from  a  sense  of  its 
importance,  and  also  of  its  neglect.  Next 
to  this — or  alongside  of  it,  ahonld  be 
placed  Natural  Philosophy;  then  Botany, 
Astronomy,  Chemistry  to  a  limited  extent, 
and  Geology;  with  these  Algebra  and 
Geometry. 

We  have  supposed  that,  before  entering 
thia  department,  the  child  has  obtained  a 
knowledge  of  the  leading  events  in  Araeri 
can  History.  A  little  tima  each  day  for 
om»  or  two  yearn,  might  be  given  to  the 
history  of  England  ;  after  that  to  France 
and  Germany,  Lectures  or  familiar  talks 
on  Greece  and  Rome  would  lead  many  to 
pursue  thoa-i  studies  by  themselves;  we 
would  not  recommend  their  study  in 
school,  except  as  a  preparation  for  college. 

Bnt  we  woold  have  language  taught 
every  year  and  every  day ;  first  and  fore¬ 
most — English — English  composition  *nd 
Rhetoric;  then  German;  Latin,  only  when 
there  ia  almost  a  certainty  that  the  child 
will  complete  the  course.  We  must  ircol 
lect,  in  framing  our  programme  that  scho¬ 
lars  are  continually  leaving  the  school; 
it  should,  then,  be  so  constructed  that  the 
most  important  subjects  will  receive  atten 
tioo  early  in  the  course. 

We  know  the  objections  that  will  be 
made  to  these  views.  The  mental  diacip 
Hue  acquired  from  the  ctataic*  is  still  In 
slated  upon  as  a  reason  for  the  study  ol 
Latin;  while  the  knowledge  ol  English  to 
Ire  gained  from  it  ia  supposed  to  amply  pay 
for  the  tine  apent  in  its  acquisition.  There 
are  some  who  even  believe  that  Lalin 
Grammar  will  give  more  knowledge  of  the 
English  language,  than  can  be  obtained 
from  the  stndy  of  English  G  rum  mar  dur¬ 
ing  the  same  period.  Such  statements  de 
msnd  proof;  they  are  certainly  anything 
but  self-evident.  For  those  who  have  a 
college  coarse  in  prospect,  these  studies  are 
desirable  and  neoessary  ;  (we  have  but  lit¬ 
tle  faith  in  a  strictly  scientific  education — 
ona  without  classical  culture;)  but  where 
tha  tima  for  getting  an  education  ia  limited, 
as  It  la  in  the  public  school,  the  discipline 
and  knowledge  obtained  from  the  study  of 
Latin  will  be  small,  and  purchased  at  too 
great  a  price. 

Let  us  have  something  of  practical  ose 
blended  with  the  discipline ;  such  a  study 
of  science  aa  will  enable  one  to  observe  Id* 
telllgently  the  works  of  nature;  read  with 
understanding  tha  newspapers  and  maga 
tinea;  be  profited  while  listening  to  tiie 
philosophical  lectnre,  or  the  Sunday  ser¬ 
mon  ;  and  be  able  to  form  a  sensible  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  scientific  discussions  that  are 
agitating  Christendom.  It  la  also  desirable 
that  one  modern  language  should  tie  upon 
tha  lisa  ;  and  thia  one  abonld  be  German. 
The  sciences  hava  assumed  such  a  position 
in  thsaa  days,  that  to  l>s  ignorant  ol  thelft 
gnnerml  principles  ia  far  more  iacon  veoient 
-siffl  detrimental  to  a  man,  than  to  Its  Igno 
rent  of  the  Vlaaatfs.  Both  are  desirable  ; 
bat  If  only  one  can  be  studied  let  it  be  the 
seicaom. 

We  hope  the  teachers  of  Easel  County 
will  c insider  these  subjects  ;  and  whether 
they  agree  with  ns,  or  not,  that  they  will 
eipraa  thair  views  freely  ia  the  rolumue  of 
the  Oiuvre  c.  is.  ».

The  Sabbath  school  connected  with  the 
Washington  Place  M.  E.  Church  met  th* 
Northfield  Sabbath  School  at  the  North- 
field  Baptist  Church,  on  Wednesday,  28t  h, 
ult..  at  8  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  all  started 
for  Eagle  Rock  to  hold  a  Pic  nie.  There 
were  eighteen  well  loaded  wagons,  which 
proceeded  in  fine  style,  with  flags  and  ban 
nera  flying.

After  Waiting  the  spacious  apartment* 
of  the  in  Jin  building,  wv  aaceodvd  by  two 
long  flight  of  stairs  into  th*  tower,  which 
la  eighty  Awt  in  height.  Hertw  you  bare 
•n  extensive  view  of  the  surrounding 
conntry  iu  all  direction*.  Looking  west 
you  nee  Unonton  and  vicinity,  also  the  new 
Aaylnm  at  Morris  Plains,  also  Morristown 
«o«i  environs. 

Df*  ending  again,  iu  the  rear  part  of 
(he  main  buildfng,  on  tbe  aecoud  floor  we  uerer 
enter  the  prisoner’s  chapel,  where  Sunday 
•ervice*  will  be  held.  The  chapel  is*  hall 
54x80,  aud  ample  for  nil  th*  needs  ot  the 
institution.  From  here  you  may  enter  by 
*  closely-barred  grate  door  at  either  eud 
into  the  spaitmcnt*  of  tha  prisoner*. 

Tbe  cell*  arc  arranged  in  three  tier* 
bai  k  to  hack,  not  in  the  outer  wall,  but 
tlong  through  the  oeutra  of  thia  part  ot 
tiie  building.  The^  ^re  approached  by 
lialcoinr*,  and  tbe  space  between  the  cells 
old  the  outer  wall  afford*  dialog-room 
where,  at  tables  provided,  the  prisoners 
will  mess. 

Tbe  cells  -are  fitted  up  with  water,  *ta 
liouary  basin  and  sink,  and  an  iron  at  rap 
'led stead  ahieh  may  b*  raised,  hinging 
gainst  tiie  wall,  aqft  thus  aftwding  the 
prisoner  more  room  to  move  around.  The 
ceils,  ot  which  there  arc  ninety  in  each 
wing,  are  5  ieet  wide  by  eight  deep,  sad 
are  well  secured  by  three  series  of  bolt*  or 
locks,  which  are  so  arranged  that  the  indi¬ 
vidual  key  lock  being  uufastened  tbe  re 
maiuing  bolts  may  be  removed  by  a  lever 
arrangement  at  th#  and  of  each  tier.

Stepping  out  of  tbe  prison  we  entered 
the  hospital,  a  two-story  atone  building. 
2fix84<  th*  tower  part  of  which  ia  used  as 
boiler-house. 

We  next  visited*  the  gas  work*,  which 
consist*  ot  a  stone  aud  brick  building, 

28x88.  in  abicb  is  the  machinery  for  the 
manufacture  oi  the  gas,  aud.  two  gaaom 
eters  .of  a  capacity  of  4,000  feet  each 
These  works  were  put  in  by  tha  Hudson 
Gas  Company,  and  are  supposed  to  be  safe 
and  effective. 

There  ia  on*  other  building,  built  of  the 
blue  atone  quarries  on  tb*  premises,  about 
twenty  feet  square,  in  which  is  one  oi 
Knowles'  steam-pump*  to  force  water  for 
the  supply  cf  the  hoase  and  gaa  works 
There  are  three  reeervoir*  of  various  cap* 
cities  l#tt  sufficient  to  warrant  an  ample 
supply  (of  iba  naadt  of  the  inatdutioa- 
We  are  Indebted  to  Mr.  Wm.  Cadmus 
who  courteously  accompanied  u*  about  tbe 
buildings,  showing  and  explaining  e 
thing  and  furnishing  ua  with  many  of  tbe 
above  facts  aud  measurements. 

We  shall  hope  that  the  morality  of  Essex 
County  will,  maintain  itself  hi  so  high

SWITZERLAND. 

Ascent  of  tub  Alps. 

Mr.Ltoh.  DiaeSir:  After  resting  at  the 
lieautitul  village  of  Grindenwsld  ior  senr- 
al  days,  *rd  making  the  acqinininnce  <  f 
those  noble  peaks,  the  Jungfrau,  Wetter 
horn,  Schreckborn  and  the  m-my  others 
which  *re  seen  to  the  greatest  perfection 
from  there,  we  (a  party  of  American 
youths)  coiumenodd  tbe  week  by  crossing 
tbe  Grout  Bcbeideck,  to  a  place  called 
Mejringen.  Having  left  Grindeiwald 
an  early  hoar,  we  got  to  the  top  of  tbe 
Scheidi-ck  at  nine  o'clock,  where  we  wen- 
greeted  with  the  sight  of  two  avalanches. 
One  of  them  was  unusually  large,  and  as  il 
came  thundering  down  tiie  rocky  aides  of 
the  Wetterhorn,  at  #  fearful  speed,  taking 
rock*  and  alt  I  a- (or*,  it,  arousing  every 
achn  with  it*  deafening  noise,  w*  joat  held 
onr  breath,  and  rejoiced  that  we  were  not 
in  its  fearlnl  track,  aa  it  aped  remorselessly 
along,  and  was  lost  ia  some  deep  ravine 
This  ia  the  only  incident  that  marked 
the  first  day,  and  w*  considered  it  quit- 
enongh,  for  a  large  avalanche  is  not  often 
seen,  without  participating  in  Its  cons* 
q  uences. 

We  arrived  that  night  at  Meyringen. 
splendid  specimen  of  n  Swiss  town,  and  aa 
the  female  population  of  thia  valley  have 
the  reputation  of  being  tha  prett'ast  (it 
should  be,  the  least  homely)  In  Swltxer- 
land,  ws  decided  to  pas*  tha  night,  and 
see  if  report  spoke  truly. 

The  next  morning  onr  guide  had  ut  out 
of  bed,  before  the  aun  bad  made  much 
progress,  aud  got  us  started  on  our  tramp 
Wa  walked  for  four  hour*  through 
Iwniftifol  gorge,  when  wa  ctma  suddenly 
upon  one  of  the  wildest  passe*  in  the  Alps, 
the  Orimsel.  We  were  now  7,800 
above  the  sea,  and  above  all  regulation 
Nothing  met  tbe  aye,  a a  we  looked  np  at 
th*  lofty  mountains  on  either  side,  hut 
total  desolation;  everything  was  barren 
rock  aa  far  as  th*  ey*  conld  reach. 

Qreat  precipice#  atari#  our  heads  swim 
aa  at  paaacd  along  theif.  knif#J|ka 
or  veaMrrd  to  tak#  a  look  over  fhrir 
treacherous  sldea.  W#  saw  all  around  ns 
th*  devastation,  that  avslanchaa  and 
si  idea  had  mad*  doting  tha  preview* 
winter ;  great  boulders 


little  slrvams  had  yielded  to  the  (|c«W 
fiower,  aud  made  Way  for  the  dreaded 
valaucba,  while  far* and  wide,  nothing 
waa  seeu.  bnt  th*  rflheta  of  the  reign  of  an 

Alpine  winter.  Altar  two  hours  through 
this  wild,  aud  almost  awlul  scenery,  we 
reached  tbe  Grimaei  Hospice,  which  iaaitu 
*ted  only  a  short  distance  from  the  top  ol 
tlis  pass.  This  institution  was  formerly  a 
conventual  establishment,  and  alter  th 
Reformation  was  supported  by  the  neigh 
boring  couimuota,  in  order  lo  shelter  l how 
who  travel  from  neoeealty  iu  winter.  Thi* 
part  of  the  |at*s  is  also  interesting  in  a  his¬ 
torical  way,  as  one  of  the  moat  remarkable 
skirmishes  in  the  campaign  was  (ought 
here,  ietwera  the  French  and  Austrians  In 
88.  By  ilia  lioopica  it  a  lake  which 
freezes,  although  over  7,000  ieet 
above  the  sea  level. 

ftla  the  possessor  of  a  hot  spring  Borne 
distance  on,  we  came  upon  another  lake 
called  the  Tod  ten  Bee,  or  Lake  «f  the 
Dead,  from  the  corpses  of  French  and  Au* 
trim  soldiers,  which  were  thrown  iu  here 
by  way  of  ImrinL  The  dark  gorge.  *nd 
xtre.uc  sterility  of  Uie  scenery  around, 
givea  great  appropriateness  to  the  naiue, 
and  it  is  hardly  without  a  feeling  of  sad¬ 
ness,  that  the  spot  l*  paew'd. 

Descending  the  other  side  of  the  pass.  w. 
are  mil  by  the  sight  ol’  the  lihone  glacier, 
the  source  of  the  lthone  river.  We  were 
soon  by  its  aide,  and  lust  in  wonder  and 
admiration,  set  we  looked  up  at  the  great 
pyramids  of  ioe,  aeeming  like  mighty  bil¬ 
low*  of  a  turbulent  sea  of  ice. 

Tha  glacier  u  narrow  tint  very  long,  aa 
tending  as  far  aa  the  eye  can  reach  ;  It  haa 
every  appearance  of  a  mountain  stream, 
suddenly  frozen  in  ita  course,  so  perfectly 
do  the  ice  pyramids  resemble  the  many  laths 
and  whirlpools  of  an  Alpine  torrent.  Ne¬ 
cessity  only  compelled  us  to  leave  thia  en¬ 
chanting  object,  for  the  night  air  together 
with  tbe  cold  ioe  made  ua  long  for  th*  flre- 
aide,  .  .  v  . 

!  will  pass  over  a  little  of  our  trip,  and 
bring  yon  up  here  to  the  top  of  the  Bel 
Alp.  Just  imagine,  if  yon  ana,  thia  little 
mountain  inn,  tnr  sway  from  any  habitA- 
tiog  on  an  isolated  peel),  among  m»t 
others  greater  and  grander.  It  is  about 
8,000  feet  above  the  sea,  but  only  for  the 
cold  wind  one  would  think  tnat  he  was  in 
a  valley,  so  high  do  the  surrounding  peak* 
tower  above.  In  front  lies  the  great  object 
of  attention  and  admiration,  the  renowned 
Matterhorn,  surrounded  by  a  vast  field  of 
snow  mountains,  whieh  at  flint  seem  num 
t icrleas  and  boundless 
We  are  already  acquainted  with  the 
many  stories,  relating  to  the  diffei 
peaks,  and  feel  almost  personal  frieada  fit 
the  intrepid  adventurers,  who  have  scaled 
their  kifty  summits 

W«-  turn  from  there,  and  look  below  us 
on  the  largeat  glacier  of  Europe,  and  prob 
ably  of  tbe  world.
